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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 3, 4, 11, 15 and 18 are pending in this application. 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/16/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
completely persuasive. Any rejection not repeated below has been withdrawn. 

The amendments and arguments of 7/16/04 are sufficient to overcome the rejections 
under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, written description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 3, 4, 11, 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 USC. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. This new ground of rejection was necessitated by Applicant 's 
amendments. 

In claim 18, the phrase "degenerate variants thereof is vague and indefinite. The 
Examiner believes Applicant intends to encompass different, but equivalent cDNAs which 
encode the same polypeptide sequences as encoded by SEQ ID NO: 301 and 302. However, the 
claim is not limited to that interpretation. A "degenerate variant" of a sequence does not appear 
to be specifically defined in the specification, and one of skill in the art would not be apprised of 
how different a sequence may be from the base sequence and still be included within the scope 
of the claims. 

In claim 1 5, the amendments now state that the at least two oligonucleotide primers. . . 
comprise a polynucleotide" which appears inconsistent. Does each primer comprise a 
polynucleotide having the new limitation? 

Further in claim 15, the recitation of "at least about" is indefinite. "At least" is 
identifying a minimum value for a range or length, implying no upper limit, while "about" 
constrains the length to close to the stated number. Therefore, it is unclear what range is 
intended. 

Finally in claim 15, "accordingly to claim 18" should be " according to claim 18". 
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Conclusion 

Claims 3, 4, 1 1, 15 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
